It's hard for those of you who've met me to believe, 

but there was a time when I was young and good looking. 

Back then, I was involved with the Ark-La-Tex 

Wargamer's Club. We did many types of conflict simulation 
gaming (some quite elaborate), often involving hand-crafted 
miniatures of military units. We couldn't always get the 
miniatures we wanted, so some of us learned to do small-scale 
metal castings at home. We'd use a ready-made miniature 

(few of us were sculptors), modify it to the pose we desired 
and make a mold out of cold cure, high temp silicone RTV. 
Then we'd cast the figures with a lead-tin-antimony alloy. 

I still have the 25 mm "William the Conqueror" Norman cavalry 
units I made by hand. 


Many vintage radios- especially military sets- are often 
missing parts. The BC-312/314/342/344 family is a good example. 
The I/O connector assembly has usually fallen victim to the 
tinkerer's chain saw. If one could produce a mold that would 
work for tough plastics or resins and do small scale casting 
like that described above, he could supply replacements shells 
for those unobtainable parts. A connector could be substituted, 


and a proper plastic material and paint might might be 
hard to distinguish from an original without close inspection.

All the pictures I have seen of German U-Boats showed insulators at both 
ends of the antenna cables extending fore and aft of the conning tower. A 
loop is certainly possible, (I'm sure everyone has tried it) but probably 
gives no advantage. Having half the loop in sea water is an interesting 
problem. Transmission was between 3.75 and 15.873 mc on 44 frequencies.

I do quite a bit of work with RTV moulds and polyester resin casting 
material. I started about 20 years ago in the model railroading hobby. 


I have made, as many list members can attest, quite a few Collins 
reproduction parts such as the S-Line knobs, riser feet, clock bezels for 
the 312A-2 and my SC-301 reproduction and my infamous "Cheap, Plastic, 
Imitation" emblems. I have also done a few one-of-a-kind parts for 
microphones and A-Line escutchion badges. This process was detailed in one 
of the Data Sheets I developed for the Collins Collectors Association in 
1997 (there may be some still left if you can contact someone at the CCA). 


Making the mould is the hard and somewhat expensive part. I am blessed with 
a vacuum pump and chamber which helps out a great deal. 


I only do flat bottomed moulds. Two-part moulds are very hard to make but I 


have a man who makes them for me (the Collins knobs for example). Cost is 
usually in the $50 range so it takes quite a few runs of a 10-cent part to 
break even but when you are out of luck, you have to go the extra mile! 


I use a polyester resin casting material which is mixed with very fine 
aluminum powder. This gives the casting incredible strength plus allows it 
to be machined pretty successfully. I have drilled and tapped with no 
problem and as long as there is little torque on the part, it holds up well.

I have worked with Castolite owner John Kunzie for many years and he knows 
all there is to know about this process. The mould rubber and the resin are 
explained in a catalog John will send you free of charge.

The consensus seems to be that the HF antenna was a center fed 
wire with the center at the conning tower and insulators on the 
far ends- I don't think it could be a dipole as the output of 
the transmitters is unbalanced, single ended. 

I got a reply from Wayne Green with an interesting 

note concerning the LF RAK: 


"We had an antenna going from the stem to the stern of the submarine. 

It fed down through a trunk into the radio shack. We used that for 

all HF radio transmission and reception, including the RAK, which 

we never used. We had a loop antenna on the periscope shears for 

underwater long wave reception, but it didn't work very far 
submerged. 

We never used it."

Apparently the gentle nudge and suggestion approach to the issue of 
improving the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and maintaining 
our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio is falling on DEAF EYES! 


PLEASE READ THIS AND SAVE IT BECAUSE IT IS IMPORTANT!!! 


The list culture is to include only those portions of a prior post 
that are required to maintain the context of your comments. We have 
always tried to reduce the amount of "chaf" on the list, and this 
is one good way. 


In private mail between you, a subscriber, and me,, as list manager, 
I really don't care one way or the other, but when posting to the list, 
there are at least two issues of concern: 


1) the increased bandwidth from including extra text. 
With the trial subscriptions and full members, the number of copies 
of each post mailed out change the impact of each extra word so that 
each single character becomes 1,000 characters of mail! 


2) by not editing out included text, it sends a not at all subtle 
message to the list, that the poster considers his/her own time 
required to merely swipe his mouse across the text and tap the delete 
key, to be more valuable than the collective time and energy of the 
600-700 readers on the list... not exactly a "positive" message! ;%) 


This isn't rocket science... you place the pointer at the top of the 
message you are including xparts* of, and click-drag to where you need 
to include, and then hit the backspace or delete key... painless, 
easy, quick, and very helpful to the list. 


PLEASE begin to pay attention to this... those who consistently can not be 
bothered to be considerate of the list will forfiet posting privileges 
and risk not being invited back for membership. 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message. 


Thanks for your understanding and help in making the boatanchors list 
have the highest signal to noise on the InterNet.

I'm working over the diagrams for a 5 KW Marconi ship-to-shore 
transmitter I hope to resurrect. The finals are a pair of 
large Westinghouse 5736 external anode triodes. 

The grid bias design is curious. 


The grid bias supply for the finals goes into the 

center tap on a filament transformer which is supplying 

a pair of parallel-connected 5R4GY rectifiers. The plates 
of these rectifiers feed the bias on to the grid circuits 
of the triodes. 


Why would they do this? The drawing of the bias supply shows 
it to be well regulated. There doesn't appear to be anything 
related to mode switching. Why not just feed the grid 

bias to the gird circuit?
